YOUNGSTER SHOOTS 


COMPANION IN EYE 
Lodge of Sorrow 
Commemorated Sunday 


Richard Waters, Aged IO, Loses Or. J. H. Davis 
Left Eye and Narrowly 
Es­ 


capes With Life When Robert 


Maag Pulls Trigger of Rifle 


While Hunting East of Town, 


Yesterday Afternoon. 


Richard Waters, the 10-year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. George* Waters, 
residing on Washington avenue, had 
a very narrow escape from instant 
death Thursday afternoon, but lost 
the right eye when Robert Maag, 
a lad about ten years old and resid­ 
ing on Klm street, shot him with a 
22 caliber rifle.

It is claimed th at the 
Maag lad became angry over some­ 
thing and threatened to shoot a dog 
owned by the W aters lad. 
“Don't 
you dare shoot that flog!” was the 
reply of the W aters lad. 
“ Then FII 
shoot you” are the words the Maag 
boy is alleged to have said, andj 
with that, he threw the gun to his 
shoulder and fired, the bill striking 
his victim just above the eye, and 
penetrating the eyeball. 
The screams of the injured lad 
drew assistance to the spot, where 
it was seen th a t the eye had been 
destroyed. 
He was placed in an au­ 
tomobile and taken to the Hodson 
hospital where the eye was removed 
late Thursday evening. 
The suffer­ 
ings of the boy were very great. 
It 
was evident the ball had dropped out 
after penetrating the eyeball. 
The boy who did the shooting 
claims it was purely accidental and 
th at he had no intention of shooting 
his companion, it is said, 
Up to the 
time this was w ritten he had not 
been arrested.
